The letter is as follows: 
Sirs - 
elt appears to me that a complete mis- 
understanding exists with regard to the 
attitude of the Socialists i Great Bri- 
tain, and I regret te note that your 
paper, L’Homme Enchaine, gives expres- 
sion to what I believe is the erroneous 
point of yiew. I am of the opinion that 
if a vote were taken of all the Social- 
ists in this island, including the sub- 
seribers and partizans of the paper, 
The Clarion, and the Fabian Society, a 
large majority would give their support 
to a war carried on unswervingly until 
Germany is entirely beaten and peace 
dictated on the Allies’ terms. Any im- 
pression to the contrary which Prance 
may have, is due to the pro-German 
views paraded at the recent London con- 
ference by Messrs: Keir Hardie and 
Ramsay Macdonald, members of Parlia- 
ment; W. C. Anderson, M. P., and Brice 
Glasier, in short, by the Scottish group 
favoring peace at any price, which, for 
many years has dominated and held in 
leading strings the Independent Labor 
party. This party only has about 20,- 
000 adherents, if as many. I notice, 
however, that L’Humanité speaks of 
Messrs. Ramsay Macdonald and ‘Keir 
Hardie as “representatives of the Eng- 
lish working class.”. Nothing can be 
more absurd than such an affirmation. 
You will allow me, as the oldest Sqcial- 
ist in Great Britain, and one of. those 
who was most active in organizing the 
party in January 1881, briefly to ex- 
plain the exact state of; affairs. 

There is not the shadow of a doubt 
that the vast majority of the workers 
of this island are in favor of war. The 
Parliamentary Labor party, with the ex- 
ception of half a dozen or even fewer}. 
pacifists, is also favorable to the war. 
And besides this, hundreds of thousands 
of the 2,000,000 soldiers who are ac- 
tually with the colors come from the 
ranks of the workers, not from the ranks 
of untrained and ill-paid labor, but from 
those of well-established unions. In one 
army there are at least 200, 000 miners 
whose salary at the time when they 
enlisted was 10 francs per day, and who 
were all in employment. The 
representatives of other trades enlisted 
voluntarily in very much the same pro- 
portion. These are the men who. cofi- 
stitute the true British working class, 
and not that sorry clique to which my 
friends Vandervelde, Vaillant and oth-} 
ers, have made concessions, unfortunate 
and useless compromise which appears 
to all who judge of it from the out- 
side, as, a capitulation.

NEW YORK—A. H. Smith, president 
of the New York Central railroad system, 
has authorized a statement covering 


port. This report showed a deerease of 
almost $10,000,000 in gross revenues for 
the year, of which 86,700, 000 was in 
freight revenue and the rest in passenger 
income, Mr. Smith, in his 8s ment, 
called attention to the fact that the 
year a saving of about $9,400,000 in ex- 


penses was made possible through in: 


creased efficiency. Continuing, he said: 

“Some short-term obligations had to be 
extended or reissued’ right in war times, 
and there was an increase in the eapital 
aecpunt due to the betterment expendi- 
tures in. the previous year. The loss of 
corporate income is thus due to external 
causes for which the return of Prosperity 
to our région and country is the one 
remedy. 

“Tt is probably not generally realized 
that the New York Central system for 
the last year hag had an average of 
about $40,000,000. worth of. ears and 
$10,000,000 worth of locomotives idle, 
which condition obtains at the present 
time. This means we now have in the 
neighborhood of 50,000. idle cars, glmost 
all of them i ore, coal, coke. and flat 
cars, which arè bringing no return of 
revenue to us, and upon which we are 
carrying the interest charges. This is a 
condition common to all ien in 
this territory. 

“Conditions in the past made it neces- 
sary for us to provide this large amount 
of rolling stock in order to handle the 
business offered and give proper service. 
Before the business depression every 
available car was taxed to its utmost in. 
meeting the denfands of shippers, and 
there was a car shortage. Similar con- 
ditions obtain as regards other railroad 
facilities.” 

Referring to the falling off in net in- 
come of the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern, Mr. Smith said this was due 
largely to external causes, such as busi- 
ness depression. The consolidation of 
the, Centrak and Lake Shore roads. he 
said, Would prove of material benefit in 
the future.

Matetial Available for ‘Orange 
and Black Athletic Squad Is 
the Best That Trainer Keene

PRINCETON, N. J.—With Princeton 
University having the best material in 
college that Trainer Keene Fitzpatrick 
of the athletic team has ever had, fol- 


lowers of the Orange and Black are pre- 
dicting that ‘their representatives will 
not only make a fine showing in their 
dual meets this spring; but that they 
will seore more points in the big inter- 
collegiate championship meet which is 
to be held at Franklin field, Philadelphia, 
than any Princeton team in years. 
More candidates: have been reporting

To Wol- 
fram’s poem Wagner is directly indebted 
for that portion of the story which 
forms the basis of the opera.“ The work 
of the Bavarian knight, J. Comyns Carr 
says, “forms a complete and beautiful 
poem, concluding with a recital of the 
fortunes of Lohengrin, the son of Par- 
sifal, who, in his turn, became ruler of 
the Grail Kingdom.“ 

“This is not the place to. follow in 
detail the many intri¢ate and puzzling 
problems which beset the history of the 
It is, indeed. a fascinating 
theme, and has already attracted the 
learning and research of many scholars 
in England, Germany and France, and 
is perhaps destined, in the absence of 
some of the earlier texts from which 
the legend was drawn, never to receive 
a final and wholly satisfying solution.” 

“But a comparison of all these legends 
leaves undisturbed that fact that in its 
original shape the story and its environ- 
ment are British, and, further, that it 
first took literary form in the work of a 
Welsh poet. Issuing thence, as we now 
know, this and other of the Arthurian 
romances spread like flame over the 
Western world, finding their principal 
exponents in Bermany and France, but 
extending even to Sicily.”

laughter in mockery. But its ridieule 
only served to draw attention to the 
great metaphysical truth she had dis- 
covered, No material- sight ever pene- 
trated the mists of evil, but spiritual 
visjon did, and perceived the unspeakable 
glory of God. It would be almost im- 
possible to number those who have been 
enabled to see this glory, too, through 
the study of Mrs. Eddy’s writings; The 
children readily discern it, and years 
cannot obscure it. 

It were a hopeless world withdut 
spiritual vision. But its power must be 
felt to appreciate it. When a man bas 
caught that glimpse of the eternal, in- 
destructible nature of Life which has 
destroyed the dream of disease or the 
desire for some form of sin that. per- 
haps may haye haunted, him for years, 
he knows how true it is and knows too 
that it alone can lead him into all truth. 
In this connection the words of Joel to 
which Paul drew attention are worth 
quoting: “It shall come to pass in the 
last days, saith God, I will pour out 
of my Spirit upon all flesh: and your 
sons and your daughters shall prophesy, 
and your se. ee shall see visions, and 
your old men shall dream dreams: And 
on my servants and on my handmaidens I 
will pour out in those days of my 
Spirit; . And it shall come to pass, 
that whosoever shall call on the name 
of the Lord shall be saved.” To be 
saved means to know good as the only 
reality!

Elihu Yale 


» THERE is a curious similarity, or perhaps, antithetical as it may 
seem, contradiction, between the histories of John Harvard and 
Elihu\.Yale, in connection with America. Harvard, bor in Lon- 
don, spent all but his last two years in England. Vale, born in 
Massachusetts, spent only the first three or four years of his life 
inthe New World. Both became connected with the two great uni- 
versities by gifts of money or books, and both would no doubt have 
been equally surprised at so world-wide a celebrity from so small 
a bene faction. Neither one man nor the other had any more intimate 
connection with the university which bears, his name. The present 
university in Cambridge had not yet been organized when Harvard 
made his bequest to it. Vale had left the country, a mere child, six- 
ty-six years before Cotton Mather asked him to help the struggling 
collegiate school of Connecticut; a request that brought trom him the 
cargo of books and pictures, subsequently sold for the benefit of 
the school for some two thousand eight hundred dollars. 
The Harvard gift was probably largely the result of the 
labors of the Southwark butcher, John Harvard's father, 
the Yale gift equally probably the result of the private.. trad- 
ing of the Governor of Madras, which brought him in such conflict 
with John Company.” From 1687°to 1692 Yale was Governor of 
Madras, or as it was then ‘called Fort Saint George. Here, by 
means of that private trade which the officers of “John Company” 
so persistently pursued, in spite of their agreement with the East 
India House, he made the fortune which provided his gifts, not 
only to the collegiate school of Connecticut, but to St. Pauls School 
in London, where he was educated, and to the church at Wrexham, 
Where he eventually came to settle. 

The morality of the private trading of the officials of the East 
India House is a question which has given rise to a ‘considerable 
amount of controversy, and curiously enough the man who almost 
immediately succeeded Govetnor Yale was Governor Pitt, even bet- 
ter known as “Diamond” Pitt. Governor Pitt owed his appointment 
to the fact that “John Company” had grown tired of the attempt 
to suppress what they would have termed his unlawful trading at 
Balasore, but not even after his appointment did it prove equal to 
keeping on any better terms with him than it had with the masterful 
Elihu Yale: The connection between Pitt and America is less direct, 
but not less remarkable in its way, than that between Yale and 
America, for Pitt was the grandfather of the great Earl of Chatham, 
all of whose influence and eloquence was in vain thrown into the 
scale for preventing the Revolutionary .war. 


Eee Although the company recalled Yale from the governorship 


of Madras, where his private trade was making such a considerable 
hole in the profits of the Company he was representing, it consid- 
ered him a sufficiently valuable servant to make him a master. As 
a result, the amazing comedy was witnessed of the ex-governor of 
Madras, who had been recalled for private trading on the Coro- 
mandel, sitting in judgment on his suécessor in office, the redoubta- 
ble Thomas Pitt, who had been placed in the vacated chair at Fort 
Saint George in order to prevent him snapping his fingers at the 
Company from Balasore. What Elihu Yale thought of the situation 
is not recorded, but it is to be suspected that his thoughts must have 
wandered occasionally to the factories at Madras when the doings 
of Governor Pitt were under discussion by the board. 
It will be seen that Yale’s name is thus connected with three 
famous institutions. First, with the university at New Haven, 
which has grown out of the collegiate school originally founded at 
‘Saybrook; secondly, with. the famous foundation of Dean. Colet, 
which after standing for centuries, amongst the warehouses, under 
the shadow of St. Pauls cathedral, has been moved in recent years 
nearer the outskirts of the great city; and, finally, with the Church of 
St. Giles, Wrexham, known as one of the seven wonders of Wales, 
the tower of which, with its famous peal of bells, lifts itself high 
over the roofs of the little Welsh town. Other men have built up 
great estates with a view of making their names famous through 
the ages. No man, hardly, knows of the connection of Yale with 
Wrexham or St. Pauls. Had it, not been for the gratituds 
who, like Cotton Mather, were responsible for the university at 
New Haven, it would have been as completely forgotten as that 
of all the village Hampdens of the world. 
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Government Rail Operation in Canada 


_ Boru parties in Canada are practically committed to govern- 
‘ment ownership and operation of railroads. The construction of 
the Intercolonial railway was the first step toward governmental 
control of transportation in the Dominion. The addition of branches 
and general extension of this system constituted the second step. 
The taking over even temporarily of the National Transcontinental 
because of refusal of the Grand Trunk Company to operate it as 
part of its own system, in agreement with an arrangement which: it 
Was thought would be lasting and satisfactory, may be put down 
as the third step. As an evidence of the fact that faith in the 
eastern venture is not declining, the government asked Parliament 
recently to authorize the acquirement, as additions to the Inter- 
colonial system, of short lines in Quebec, Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 


wick and Prince Edward Island. Under the Liberal administra- 


tion the Intercolonial not only earned its way but showed a surplus 
of earnings, contrary to very general expectation. It has of late 
shown a deficit, running between $80,000 and $100,000, but this 


may justly be charged not to less. efficient or less economical man- 


agement under Conservative rule, but to the universal: depression: 
At all events, it is not discoutaging the government owner ship ele- 
ment in the Dominion. 
Whether the Grand Trunk Company has sufficient grounds for 
ar? ‘refusing to take over the National. Transcontinental is a debatable 
question and one that must eventually, perhaps, be settled by the 
courts. This corporation contends, according to our Ottawa 
“advices; that the government-built section cost more than was antici- 
pated and that it cannot be operated profitably in connection with 
the section of its own construction. The i impression exists that the 
Grand Trunk will not willingly recognize any existing contract that

and constructing “a Pacific section l r, under an equitable 
arrangement, from compelling cooperat on on the part of existing 
lines to the coast. So far as that is concerned, if the Dominion is 
determined upon owning and operating railroads, all conditions must 
“7 and inevitably be adjusted to its requirements. 
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New York Constitutional Convention 

THE state of New York adopted a new constitution as recently 
as 1894. It returns to the task this week, and its action will be 
watched throughout the\nation. Of the 168 delegates chosen by 
the people the major portion are lawyers, political leaders and men 
of property. Educators will be represented by the presidents of 
Cornell and Rochester universities. Of social workers, business 
men, farmers or spokesmen for the wage-earners there are few. 


Republicans to the number ot 116 hold the balance ‘of power, if 


at. any time action is deflected at all by consideration of assumed 
partizan welfare. Broadly speaking, the convention when it assem- 


bles will be a conservative body, much more so than the Ohio con- 


vention of 1905. 

But even so, it is evident that the pressure of events pid the 
temper of the time are to force consideration’ of aspécts of recon- 
struction-of government, such as the “short ballot;” provision for 
more direct methods of enacting legislation, increase of the authority 
of the executive, bestowal of larger community freedom on cities, 
with curbing of state control as exercised at present from Albany, 
and alteration of the judiciary system. Moreover the fight that is 
now on in legislative halls to undo much of the progressive legisla- 
tion of the last ten years will be reflected in the debates of the con- 
vention, where the same economic and industrial issues in their 
relation to Organic law must be settled. 12 

Differing constituencies within the state and throughout the 
country will observe with intense interest the conflicts of this con- 
vention. ‘Much of its work will relate to proposed alterations of 
the mechanism of government itself.
